of  Hemsworth. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  Health 
Services  and  Health  of  the  Rural  District. 

This  report  covers  the  period  1st  January  to  the  31st 
December,  1948,  and  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  suggested  in 
Circular  3/49  (England),  Ministry  of  Health,  but  additional 
information  is  given  which  I feel  will  be  of  local  interest. 

Mid- 1948  will  ever  stand  out  as  a landmark  in  Social 
Medicine  with  the  advent  of  health  services  for  everybody 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  which  brought  with  it 
prospects  of  security  at  the  Health  Bank.  Admittedly,  the 
project  caused  some  confusion  in  administration  as  could 
only  be  expected  when  so  much  gratuity  was  to  be  offered 
to  the  public  all  at  once.  However,  I feel  sure  that  the 
strenuous  toil  of  the  pilgrims  of  the  National  Health  Services 
will  bring  its  reward  and  that,  some  day,  one  hopes  in  the 
not  very  far  distant  future,  there  will  be  no  overcrowded 
hospitals,  no  shortage  of  nursing  and  medical  staff,  no 
harassed  public  health  officials,  but  wide  open  spaces  where 
people  can  breathe  pure  air,  and  elegant  and  attractive  health 
centres  where  citizens  can  attend  in  confidence  and  feel  that 
the  staff  is  there,  not  so  much  to  treat  diseases  and  ailments 
as  to  give  advice  on  prevention  which,  after  all,  is  always 
better  than  cure. 

Although  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  services  were 
transferred  to  the  County  Council  on  the  5th  July,  I have 
included  a survey  of  the  work  done  in  your  district  through- 
out the  year.  In  addition,  you  will  notice  that  data  relating 
to  other  County  services  is  also  given. 
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There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  estimated  mid- 
year population  from  that  of  1947  and  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  also  in  excess  of 
the  previous  year’s  number. 

Not  quite  so  many  births  were  registered  during  1948. 
This  may  be,  to  some  degree,  attributed  to  the  acute  housing 
shortage  which  still  exists  in  the  area,  coupled  with  the  fact 
that  the  maternity  hospital  accommodation  is  not  sufficient 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  public.  There  is  a tendency  for 
young  married  people  to  refrain  from  having  families  until 
they  can  get  a home  of  their  own.  Furthermore,  there  is  an 
economic  factor  to  be  considered.  As  long  as  the  married 
woman  is  required  to  continue  working  in  industry  the  birth 
rate  is  likely  to  drop.  Nevertheless,  the  rate  for  your  district, 
namely,  22.09,  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales 
of  17.90. 

The  still-birth  rate  remains  practically  on  a par  with 
that  of  1947,  19  still-births  being  registered  as  compared 
with  18  for  the  previous  year  and  39  for  1946. 

One  maternal  death  was  recorded  and  this  was  of  a girl, 
only  19  years  of  age,  who  died  in  hospital.  The  patient  was 
under  the  care  of  her  own  doctor  and  a midwife,  and  no 
abnormal  conditions  were  apparent  prior  to  her  confinement. 

A decrease  on  last  year’s  figures  is  evident  in  Infantile 
Mortality,  54  deaths  in  children  under  the  age  of  1 year 
being  registered  as  against  60  in  1947. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  the  number 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  is  far  below 
those  notified  in  1947  when  a total  of  1,271  was  entered, 
whereas  there  were  only  809  notifications  received  this  year. 
Scarlet  Fever  has  dropped  by  51  cases,  Diphtheria  by  26, 
there  being  only  3 cases  to  report,  Measles  by  almost  50 
per  cent.,  and  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  shows  a figure 
of  3 as  compared  with  10  in  the  1947  report.  You  may  notice 
that  4 cases  of  Poliomyelitis  are  given  in  the  local  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital’s  Table.  One  of  these  cases  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Pontefract  Hospital.  Of  the  3 cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  which  were  notified,  2 occurred  in  the  parish 
of  Badsworth  and  one  in  South  Kirkby.  Strangely  enough, 
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although  the  cases  from  Badsworth  were  two  young  men  of 
about  the  same  age,  there  was  no  apparent  contact  between 
them ; neither  had  they  been  in  contact  with  any  other  case 
of  Poliomyelitis.  The  South  Kirkby  case  was  that  of  a baby 
girl,  9 months  old,  and  here  again  there  was  no  evidence  of 
her  having  been  in  contact  with  a previous  victim  of  the 
disease.  All  the  patients  were  transferred  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital. 


Table  III  shows  only  143  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  whereas 
there  are  145  in  the  other  Tables  and  the  difference  arises 
owing  to  two  cases  remaining  at  home  for  treatment. 


The  drop  in  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  is  remarkable 
and  the  efforts  made  to  get  the  younger  children  immunised 
during  the  past  years  must,  to  some  considerable  degree, 
account  for  this  fall.  I have  boosted  the  -value  of  immunisa- 
tion of  young  children  through  propaganda  at  the  clinics,  by 
my  health  visitors,  and  by  every  possible  means.  Below  are 
details  of  the  number  of  children  who  received  treatment 
in  1948:—

1-5  years  of  age 521 

5 years  and  over 59 — Total  861 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  immunisation  sessions 
to  be  held  at  the  schools  in  the  district  as  soon  as  sufficient 
medical  staff  is  available. 

That  ‘the  Tuberculosis  figures  should  be  up  is  rather 
disturbing  and  I feel  that  the  cramped  and  overcrowded 
housing  conditions  are  again  no  mean  factor  in  this  problem. 
I would  like  to  see  priority  housing  considered  in  cases 
where  overcrowding  exists  and  where  tuberculosis  is  present. 

T.B.  Clinics  are  now  administered  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  but  much  can  and  must  be  done  by  the 
Local  Authorities  to  help  to  stamp  out  this  devastating 
disease.  Advice  to  and  supervision  of  tuberculosis  patients  in 
the  home  is  still  the  responsibility  of  thq.  Local  Health 
Authority  (W.R.C.C.). 
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There  were  52  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  19 
cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  1948  as 
compared  with  40  and  12  respectively  'in  the  previous  year. 


Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  reported 
during  the  year,  one  being  admitted  to  hospital  and  one 
remaining  at  home.  Vision  in  both  cases  was  unimpaired.

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Child  Life  Protection  and  Adoption  of  Children: 

The  Children  Act,  1948,  is  an  Act  to  make  further  pro- 
vision for  the  care  and  welfare  of  children  and  young  people 
up  to  the  age  of  eighteen  and  amends  the  Children  and 
*^oung  Persons  Act,  1933,  and  the  Guardianship  of  Infant** 
Act,  1935,  and  certain  other  enactments  relating  to  children. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  this  Act  as  far  as  the  Rural  District  is  concerned  and  a 
Children’s  Officer  has  been  appointed  who  is  charged  with 
the  duty  of  caring  for  children  who  have  been  deprived  of  a 
normal  home  life. 

The  work  of  the  Children’s  Officer  is  to  help  all  children 
or  young  people  who  lack  maintenance,  security,  a home  of 
their  own,  or  the  care  and  guidance  which  are  necessary 
to  happy  and  normal  development. 

A number  of  Residential  Homes  and  Nurseries  of  vary- 
ing types  have  been  established. 

The  following  services  in  your  district  are  supplied  by 
the  County  Council,  the  day  to  day  administration  being 
under  my  control. 


School  Health  Service: 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  School 
Health  Service  in  your  district.  This  Service  provides  not 
only  ordinary  treatment  for  children  but  advises  the  Educa- 
tion Authority  about  the  treatment  of  handicapped  children 
of  school  age.

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia: 

All  the  midwiyes  are  qualified  to  administer  gas  and  air 
and  this  they  did  to  15  cases  since  July  5th. 
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Premature  Babies : 

Midwife  C.  Hemingway,  Ryhill,  has  had  special  training 
at  the  Sorrento  Home,  Birmingham,  in  the  care  of  premature 
babies  and  she  has  been  made  responsible  for  the  care  of  all 
premature  babies  in  the  Hemsworth  district.  It  is  hoped 
that  a.  second  midwife  will  receive  this  special  training  in  the 
very  near  future. 

A Premature  Baby  Outfit,  containing  special  equipment, 
is  available  for  use  in  homes  in  suitable  cases  and  upon 
requisition  by  the  midwife. 

The  number  of  premature  babies  notified  during  the  year 
whose  mothers  are  normally  resident  in  the  Rural  District 
was  57.

I am  making  arrangements  for  the  South  Elmsall  Ante- 
Natal  Clinic  to  be  transferred  at  the  earliest  possible  date  to 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  South  Elmsall. 

As  soon  as  all  the  essential  equipment  is  available,  an 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  will  be  established  at  Ackworth,  and  I 
would  very  much  like  to  open  one  at  Grimethorpe  where 
the  need  is  certainly  evident.  Here,  however,  the  great 
stumbling  block  is  the  lack  of  suitable  accommodation. 

The  Council’s  Domiciliary  Ante-Natal  Scheme  ceased  to 
function  with  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act. 


Maternity  Hospitals: 

Prior  to  the  5th  July  arrangements  were  made  under 
the  District  Council’s  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme 
for  105  cases  to  be  admitted  into  maternity  hospitals,  but 
since  that  time  the  County  Council  have  become  responsible 
for  this  service  and  26  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital 
through  the  County  Bed  Booking  Bureau.  In  addition,  126 
expectant  mothers  were  admitted  to  maternity  hospitals  by 
direct  arrangements  with  the  hospitals. 
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It  has  been  necessary  to  exercise  strict  control  over 
applications  for  hospitalisation  owing  to  the  shortage  of 
beds  and  staffing  problems.  Every  application  has  been 
carefully  investigated  before  submitting  the  same  to  the  Bed 
Booking  Bureau.  Where  a patient  has  been  advised  to  make 
arrangements  for  her  confinement  to  take  place  at  home  a 
Domestic  Help  has  been  provided  when  required. 

Once  again  I have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
ready  co-operation  I have  received  from  all  other  officers  of 
the  Council  with  special  mention  of  my  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  H. 
Hudson,  and  the  other  overworked  members  of  my  office 
staff.
